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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-15, drawn to a method of using a web browser for electronic shopping 
on a computer, classified in class 705/26. 

II. Claims 16-19, drawn to for web pages to reduce the time required to select or 
change a quantity of an item, classified in class 705/26. 

III. Claims 20-34, drawn to method steps to be executed upon an order page load, 
classified in class 705/26. 

IV. Claims 35-46 drawn to method steps to be executed upon loading an order 
summary page, classified in class 705/26. 

V. Claim 47-60, drawn to method steps to be executed upon loading an order page, 
classified in class 705/26. 

VI. Claim 61-69, drawn to system for electronic shopping on-line with a web 
browser, classified in class 705/26. 

VII. Claim 70-72, drawn to an article of manufacture for use in a computer, classified 
in class 705/26. 

Inventions I, II, III, IV, V, VI and VII are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case 

Invention I (claims 1-15) has separate utility such as electronic shopping on the 
world wide web and recording selected item data. 
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Invention II (claims 16-19) has separate utility such as requiring input of 
elements, the use of hyperlinks and the absence of order pages or order summary 
pages, determining item quantity. 

Invention III (claims 20-34) has separate utility such as no input, absence of 
order pages or order summary pages, repeating steps e through m for each subsequent 
selection or change in item quantity. 

Invention IV (claims 35-46) has separate utility such as presenting order 
summary pages only, optional recording a value for subsequent calculations and an 
intermediate referring page, repeating steps g through k for each subsequent selection 
or change in item quantity. 

Invention V (claims 47-60) has separate utility such as calculating a subtotal 
using recalled items, repeating steps g through m for each subsequent selection or 
change in item quantity. 

Invention VI (claims 61-69) has separate utility such as absence of recording, 
presentation of both order pages and order summary pages. 

Invention VII (claims 70-72) has separate utility such as the use of at least one 
browser window with or without frames. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined, even though the requirement be 
traversed. 37 CFR 1.143.
